WASHINGTON, Decx 27.—The 


Insurgent group of the 
Senate, 


rallying around the leadership of 


,tor G«orge W. Norris, Will 


"•bore from within" in an effort to 


lorm the Republican party to 


their liking rather than launch a 
thira party at this time. 


This was the situation today 


after Norria gently declined the 
invitation of Dr. John Dewey, 
noted political philosopher and ed- 
ucator, to initiate a third party 
movement in opposition to both 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties. Norris decided Dewey's 
suggestion was "impractical." 


The Insurgents however indicat- 


ed they might have in mind a 
third party candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1932. This was the nat- 
ural inference from a statement 
by Norris, that he would sponsor a. 
constitutional amendment to abol- 
ish the electoral college, thus per- 
mitting direct elections of Presi- 
dents. He argued the 
electoral 


college did not provide a truly 
democratic presidential election. 


DECISION ENDORSED 


Norris' decision against starting 


a-third ^party now had the en- 
dorjement of other Insurgents. 


'•Roosevelt and Lafolette failed 


party," observed Senator Brook- 
hart (R) of Iowa. "It requires an 
uprising of the people to form new 
parties. One leader or a dozen 
leaders can't do it" 


"I much prefer to keep going as 


we are. The Republican party is 
alright in Iowa, It is alright in 
Nebraska, too, so far as the rank 
and file are concerned. It is ideal 
in Wisconsin and in some other 
states. Soon it wfll be right, in 
many states. The thing for the 
Progressives to do is to drive the 
Standpatters out of- the Republi- 
can party. The result will be the 
same as organizing a new party." 


Other Insurgents agreed with 


Norris that "in a. practical sense, 
the suggestion made by Dr. Dewey 
cannot be followed at this time by 
the Progressives in and out of the 
Senate, who believe as I do." Nor- 
ris said he did not regard the 
party as "sacred but only as a 
bare instrumentality to govern- 
ment."

The bait 
was mixed a rig prepared ready for 
use. Three baits per lot, one of 
cereal, fish and\hamberger. 


Red. Squill whach is commercial- 


ly known as K. R. O. and S. K. R. 
was the poisoning agent used in 
the preparation of the bait All 
research work in connection with 
this method of combating rats 
show that where the rats consum- 
ed the bait when it is freshly pre- 
pared they are killed. From the 
comments sent in on the report 
cards, it is fair to assume that 
from the 
consumption of 5,364 


bait, that a large number of rats 
were killed and died in seclusion. 
Some of them will be discovered as 
corn and roughages are fed out 
during the winter. 


When one stops to realize that 


rats under normal conditions are 
almost as prolific as Guinea-Pigs, 
the results of this campaign are 
most beneficial. 


Since this campaign was a new 


feature and many folks were un- 
acquainted with placing bait to 
an advantage, the result have been 
most satisfactory. If there is suf- 
ficient interest in combating rats 
throughout 
the county another 


"rat party" will me arranged for 
the last week in February or the 
first week of March.
